2. Claims 10, 23, 27, 37, 56, 68, 72, and 82 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 10, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an optical detection method a dispersive element is swiveled for increasing the 
spectral resolution and further an additional movement of the detector is carried out, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 10. 

As to claim 23, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an optical method the particular comparison of the measured signal with a 
reference signal, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 23. 

As to claim 27, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an optical detection method the signals are generated by photon counting and 
subsequent digital-to-analog conversion is performed, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 27. 
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As to claim 37, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an optical detection method having the scan unit comprise an x-y scanner, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 37. 

As to claim 56, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an arrangement a dispersive element is swiveled for increasing the spectral 
resolution and an additional movement of the detector is carried out, in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of claim 56. 

As to claim 68, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an arrangement the particular comparison of the measured signal with a 
reference signal, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 68. 

As to claim 72, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render^ obvious in an arrangement signals are generated by photon counting and subsequent 
digital to analog conversion is performed, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 
72. 

As to claim 82, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an arrangement an x-y scanner in the illumination source, in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of claim 82.
